Washington, D. C., June 3.—" Soctal lobby- 
ing” in Washington justifies every word that

@ Witness stand today before the senate inves- 


tigating committee. This was the first un- 
equivocal statement ih support of the pres- 
ident’s, attitude since the inquiry began. 

The Iowa senator explained that he be- 
lieved. the most “insidious ’’ and powerful 
lobbying possible was the practice of filat- 
tering senators by having them out to din- 
ners, to theaters; and on automobile rides 
with distinguished guests. 

Pointing to the testimony of Edward Hines, 
the Chicago lumber man, before the Lorimer 
election investigation, that he entertained 
senators at a local hotel at dinners at a time 
when the lumber schedule in the Payne-Al- 
@rich Dill was before the senate, Senator 
Kenyon said it was his belief that senators 
“insidious ” 
way at present: 

Refers to “Insidious Methods.” 

“The fact is that this giving of dinners, 
theater parties, banquets, automobile parties, 
and other social affairs at which members 


. of congress are entertained by persons hav- 


ing financial interest in legisiation is one 
most insidious. and accomplished 
miethods of lobbying,” he said. “- lam not one 
of those who think that members of con- 
gress are influenced by gifts of actual money, 
put I do think they are influenced fre- 
quentiy by flattery. 

“Thave seen former members of the senate 
lobbying on the floor to which they have the 
privilege. ‘hey @re capitalizing that privi- 
lege, and it ought te be denied them. Fresi- 
dent Wilson is right when he says that lobby- 
img exists here. He knows what he is talking 
about.” 

“Do you know personally of this social 
lobbying you mention?” asked Senator 
Walsh of Montana. 

“I am satisfied that it exists,” replied 
Senator Kenyon. ‘“‘ You don’t haveto go any 
farther than the testimony of this lumber- 
man as to dinners he gave to senators and 
congressmen.’ 

‘Do you mean Hines?” asked Benatar 
Nelson of Minnesota. 
“ Yes,” replied Senator Kenyon. 


Admits Financial Interest. 

Sever al senators who testified today ad- 
mitted. financial interests that will be af- 
fected by the provisions of the pending tariff 
bill The most conspicuous was Senator 
Lippitt of Rhode Island, millionaire ‘cotton 
mill owner, who practically wrote the cot- 
ton schedule of the Aldrich tariff bill. He 
complained that the pending Democratic 
measure already has reduced the value of 
his cotton mill stock 8O per cent. 

Senator Lippitt testified he owned one- 
quarter of a cotton cloth plant éapitalized 
at $6,000,000 and located at Providence, R. 
I. He had talked with other senators about 
the cotton tariff.

Measure Which Succeeded in 
Senate Will Be Given Chance 
for Passage Soon. 


STANDS TWO HARD TESTS 


Supporters Assert That Enough Mem- 
‘bers Favor the Plan to In- 
sure Its Victory. 


EXTENDS BIG POWER TO WOMEN 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, IIL, June 8.—[{Special]—The 
statutory woman's suffrage bill—already 
passed by the senate—was advanced in the 
house this afternoon. 

It went to third reading after standing two 
critical roll calls, each time registering 
enough votes to warrant its backers in pre= 
dicting that it would be passed before the 
session closes on June 18 

The first parliamentary effort to kill the 
bill was a motion by Representative McCar- 
thy of Cook to strike out the enacting clause. 
This failed by a vote of 92 to 3. 

The second was an amendment offered by 
Representative Dillon of Jo Daviess to add 
a referendum clause providing that the bill 
should not become effective until it had been 
adopted by a vote of the people. This was 
defeated by a vote of 91 to 38. 

Earlier in the day the rules committee had 
determined to give to Speaker McKinley 
discretionary power in permitting the bill to 
come up on second reading. The speaker 
exercised this power. 


Extent of Women’s Vote. 

The bill, introduced.in the senate by Sen- 
ator Magill, confers the right to full suf- 
frage to women above the age of 21 years, on 
the following offices: “~~” | 

Presidential electors, members of thé 
state board of equalization, clerks of the 
Appellate court, county collector, county 
surveyor, members of the board of as- 
sessors, members of the board of review, 
sanitary district trustees, in counties. 

Mayor, city clerk, city treasurer, alder- 
men, and city attorney, in cities. 

President of the village board and mem- 
bers of the board of trustees, village 
clerk, and village treasurer, in villages. 

Supervisors, town clerks, assessors, col- 
lectors, and highway commissioners in 
townships. 

On all questions or propositions sub- 
mitted to a vote to the electors of such 
municipalities or other political divisions 
of the state. 

The bill provides that where registration is 
required, as in Chicago, women shall register 
the same as men. Separate ballot boxes and 
ballots shall be provided for women. 

The offices covered by the bill are those 
which have been created by statute since the 
constitution of 1870 became effective. The 
right to vote does not run to any of the 
offices specifically enumerated in the con- 
stitution of 1870. 


Fight Over Referendum. 

The only serious question which arose while 

the bill was under consideration was the 
Dillon amendment adding the referendum 
section. This provided that upon a.S'per cent 
petition the bill should nct become a law 
until adopted by a majority of the votes cast 
upon the proposition: 
' Representative Stedman, Socialist, took the 
lead against the proposed amendment. He 
argued that the amendment would be uncon- 
stitutional in that the constitution does not 
provide for a referendum vpon any general 
law and that a referendum. vote can ‘be or- 
dered by the legislature only in a particular 
subdivision of the state upon matters of pe- 
culiarly local interest, such as bond !ssuesor 
the like. Representative Stcdman had the 
concurrence of most cof the constitutional 
lawyers in Sprinefield. 

Stedman also urged that it would be unfair 
to submit the question of women’s votes 
solely to men. 


Supporters Are Pleased. 

Mrs. Sherman Beoth, whc has been active 
in behalf of the bill since the beginning of 
the sesgion, Was overjoyed at the result of 
the vote. 

“This means surely that our bill will be 
passed,’’ she said. “‘ The men who had prom< 
ised us stood nobly. They will stand up again 
and be counted. The bill will becomea law.” 

Mrs. Medill McCormick, who checked the 
roll call from. a seat jn the gallery, was 
pleased. 

‘‘T never have lost confidence in the men of 
Illinois,” she said. “It was splendid, and I 
expect them to repeat wher the bill is on its 
passage.” 

Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, president of the 
Equal Suffrage oraganization in Illinois, ex- 
pressed her gratification. . 

An effort was made to have the bill setasa 
special order on third reading for next 
Wednesday, but the proposal was not pressed. 
The probabilities are that no technical ob- 
struction will be placed in the way of the bill 
getting to a final rol! cail curing the last 


two weeks’ rush.

NOT OF $2 KIND 


Daughter of Worgan Says Min- | 
imum Wage Has Nothing 
to Do with Goodness. 


VIRTUE DEFIANT OF COIN. 


New York, June 8.—[Special.]—The girls 
belonging t6 the Vacation Savings fund had 
a dance tonight on Recreation pier No. 24. 
As Miss Anne Morgan, daughter of the late 
J. P. Morgan, was one of the originators of 
this method of getting working girls to save 
their money, the occasion was improved to 
secure from Miss Morgan her views about 
working girls. She said: 

‘‘T am sick of hearing endless talk about 
the ‘ poor working girl,’ and I know the girls 
themselves are disgusted by it. Nothing 
could have been finer than their repudiation 
of the suggestion of the Chicago vice com- 
mission that a girl needs to be paid $8 a week 
to remain moral.” 

‘Then you don't believe in the minimum 
wage for working women, which is still so 
much talked about?” she was asked. 


Girls Resent Suggestion. 

“YT think it's perfect nonsense to pretend 
that a girl who !s immoral on $6 a week will 
lead a virtuous life on $8,’" Miss Morgan an- 
swered. ‘'I think wages have nothing to do 
with the question of morality, and the girls 
themselves were the first to resent the sug- 


“gestion that the minimum wage isthe refnedy 


for minimum morals. Of course, we shal 
all have to see that working women are paid 
wages upon which they can live, but it is false 
and ridiculous to assert that there is a direct 
relation between the wages of women and 
their morality, Working women were the 
first to point this out, ancther indication, I 
think, that they are their own best helpers, 


Wants to Be of Help. 

“The idea I have in regard to the poorly 
paid. working women is that perhap#I can be 
of assistance to them tn showing them how 
to use the ¢hances they have. Poor little 
things, working Gay after day at the same 
uninepiring toil! It is no wonder that many 
of them havé their imaginations stunted and 
fail to realize, for instance, that life holds no 
greater pleagure than geting away for a holi- 
day in the country, and that the greater joys 
are those that cost nothing, or nearly noth- 


" At the picnic which we gave in the Bronx 
recently every girl paid her own way, 10 
cents, and there was a simple lunch, which 
the committee of girls tn charge of | the ar- 
rangements looked after. 


Girls Are Independent. 

“The girls are interested In us exactly as 
we are in them. They are independent. An 
we do is to suggest forme of emertainment, 
to receive their savings, and/fo prepare lists 
ef boarding places for vacation, which we 
have investigated. But the girls alwaye 
write’ to the housekeepers and make their 
own arrangements. 

“ Beyond such purposes ae I have outlined 
we aim to make girls more efficient in their 
work, and consequently for themselves. We 
shall never be able to get a living wage for 
women until we have enabled them to earn 
it. 

“Our main interest is to heip girls to recre- 
ation. We have no immediate concern with 
the minimum wage or related problems, and

Kenyon Urges Federal Inquiry. 

Washington, LV. C., June 3.—[Special.J—A 
federal investigation is promised of 
Frisco system and the friendly recelver- 
ship just inaugurated, not alone because of 
suspicions of financial juggliery but because 
the receivership is advanced as a reason for 
a@ general increase in freight rates. 

Senator Kenyon of lowa will introduce a 
resolution in the senate on Thursday calling 
for the inquiry. He said today ‘he is satisfied 
the circumstances strongly warrant action. 

Representative Hinebaugh of Illinois has 
met difficulty in obtaining consideration of his 
resolution for an investigation in the house. 
The Democratic majority has decided ‘to bar 
all legislation at this session save tariff, cur- 
rency, and appropriations. Mr. Hinebaugh 
will confer with Chairman Adamson of the 
interstate commerce commission tomorrow 
on the proposition of making an exception in 
favor of this inquiry. 

It is maintained that had the Frisco been 
rermitted to increase its rates two years 
@go it could have obtained from the public 
sufficient money with which to meet its ob- 
ligations, and therefore would have been 
able to avert a receivership. 

This brings up again the whole question of 
whether a transportation or any other cor- 
poration is to be permitted to continue load- 
ing down its real property with tremendous 
and limitless burdens of fictitious capitali- 
zation, with a certainty that the oublic shall 
bear those burdens through subjection to 
exactions in the matter of rates or prices. 


Road a Stock Jobbing Scheme? 

The Frisco, according to information in the 
possession of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, was never organized or constructed 
as a legitimate transportation enterprise. 

It wes built up, it is charged, as a stock 
jobbing scheme, intendéd from the beginning 
to make its promotersimmensely wealthy by 
the simple process of selling to the public, 
here and abroad, great volumes. of stocks 
and bonds which fer exceeded in amount any 
possible value that could be placed upon the 
actual propervy of the corporation. 

It is declarad a thorough investigation will 
show that al®ost from the beginning the 
Frisco as a.trangportation compeny has 
been insolvent. There has probably never 
been a time, it is asserted,.when the real 
property of the system, ite franchises and 
its prospects of development, were worth 
anything like the pretended value.

Young Man Tells Why ‘ki Soon 
Deserted His Wealthy Bride. 


GREAT DISPARITY IN. AGES. 
Declares He Expected to Be Adopted 
Son, but Not Husband. 


New York, June 3.—{Special.]—A remark- 
able letter revealing to some extent the in- 
side history of a “ December and May” 
marriage has been received from Harold 
Susman, who in this city last November, at 
the age of 29, married Mrs. Lillie A. Coe of 
New Haven, nearly twice his own age, ana 
left her in March. in the letter Susman 
says: 

“ Bast summer I was at Newport visiting 
friends. On my return to town, at the end 
of August, I first met Mrs. Lillie Annette 
Coe of New Haven, the widow of Edward T. 
Coe, treasurer of the American Brass com- 
pany, who left to his widow, my wife, an 
estate of $250,000. 

“ Although Mrs. Coe had snow white hair 
and wore spectacles, she impressed me as 
being a géntle old lady, and I accepted her 
invitation to visit her. I was 29 and she was 
then 57, considerably older than my mother. 


Reason for the Marriage. 

‘“*At the end of my third week end visit 
Mrs. Coe urged me to make my permanent 
home with her and also to travel abroad 
with her this summer. She first spoke of 
adopting me, but it was decided later that a 
marriage ceremony would be a better way of 
permitting us to live gtogether without cre- 
ating undue cominient. 

“ Ten weeks after our first meeting we were 
married in New York by an alderman, and I 
moved to my wife's home in New Haven. I 
declined her offers to settle money on me 
and declared my intention of earning my 
living through literary work, as heretofore. 

“A week after the marriage my wife 
showed me a new wiil she had had her lawyer 
draw up, in which she left me $175,000 and 
her house and furniture, also her fine jewelry.

The 
first result was the expulsion from the station 
of Angelo Paulello of 1019 South Morgan 
street, and a promise of immediate arrest 
for vagrancy If he ever showed up again.

station. Detettives were told to arrest them 
if they reappeared.

a Opposite Brownsville 
~ Lost by Federals After 
Long Battle. 


TROOPS FLEE TO U. S. 


Outlaws Destroy Railroad 
Bridges When Demand for 
- $10,000 Is Refused. 


Brow nsville, Tex., June 3.—The troops of 
Gen. Lucio Blanco, “constitutionalist’’ com- 
mandeér-in-chief of the state of Tamaulipas, 
tonight hold Matamoras,.opposite Browns- 
ville, after a battle which waged for twelve 
hours today, 

Col. Eschasereta, with 100 volunteers, rem- 
nants of the federal garrison, is making the 
last stand from the roofs of the cathedral 
and theater, but their subjection before 
morning is regarded as certain. 

Flames are seen in several sections of the 
city. 

One hundred and twelve of the federal 
troops crossed to Brownsville this afternoon 
and surrendered to the United States mill- 
tary authorities. 


| Loss of Life Meavs. 

The losg of life on both sides has been 
heavy. One-report brought by refugees was 
that between 200 and 3U0U of the combatants 
had been killed and double that number 
wounded. 

Maj. Estaban Ramos, federal commander, 
was wounded early in the engagement. He 
was brought to a Brownsville hospital. His 
condjtion Is reported critical. 

Private Davis of the United States cavalry 
was wounded by astray shot while patrolling 
the border on the American side. 


‘U. 8. Consulate Under Fire. 

The United States consulate, where Consul 
J. H,; Johnson and his staff remained during 
the fighting, was in the line of the fre during 
the greater part of the day, but it is stated 
none of those in the building have been 
wounded. 

During the battle many bullets whistled 
over) Brownsville, one striking an automo- 
bile and putting it out of commission. 

Ten thousand rounds of ammunition were 
taken to Matamoras from Brownsville today 
and a protest was made by Dr. Antonio Garza 
Gongales, Carranza consul here.

El’ Paso, Tex., June 3.—Forty railway tres- 
tles on tne Mexico Northwestern railway 
south of Medanos, on the line between Juarez 
and Casas Grandes, were destroyed today by 
Maximo CaStillo and hig band of 150 fed- 
eral mutineers on the refusal of the Ameri- 
can’ officials of the English and Canadian 
owned line to pay $10,000 for immunity from 


damage.

Springfield, IN. June 8.—[Special.)-—The 
initiative am. referendum constitutional 
amendment resolution will come to the final 
test in the house next Thursday as a special 
order.

This was the announcement from Speaker 
McKinley tnoight following a conference of 
the members of: the committee on rules, and 
after representation from Gov. Dunne thet 
there be given one more opportunity to the 
friends of the initiative and referendum to 
get an honest tryout of the house. 

Gov. Dunne iseved a statement, pleading 
with every member, irrespective of party, 
to be in his seat when the test comes. 


Technically on Roll Cal. 

Technically the resolution is on roll call. 
At the early morning session two weeks ago 
the resolution failed by a single vote, and 
further consideration was postponed. The 
roll had been called, the absentees had been 
ealled, and the roll was verified but not an- 
nounced. 

Parliamentary experts in the opposition 
claim nothing more can be done when the 
resolutien is called up again except te have 
the vate announced. It is possible that 
objections will be to having another rol! call. 

The governor's advisers are going on the 
theory that there will be a roll call from 
the beginning and are working to round up 
the necessary two-thirds vote on Thursday. 


Statement Made by Dunne. 

Goy. Dunne’'s statement follows: 

“ The resolution providing for an amend- 
ment to the constitution so as to permit the 
passage of laws by the initiative and the veto 
of laws by the referendum is made & spe- 
cial’ order in the house for next Thursday. 
When this bill was last up for passage it 
would have received more than two-thirds 
of the votes of the members of the house if 
the vote had been taken before, midnight. 
Because of the protracted seseion it was not 
reached for final vote until long after mid- 
night, when it failed of passage by a two- 
thirds vote on the narrow margin ef one 
vote.

Regarding the United Charities of Chicago 
the report says, in part: | 

“ Largest body devoted to organised char- 
ity tn Chicago. : 

“It is necessary for any organization de- 
voted to charity in Chicago, that desires to 
give an outing to poor children, sickly people, 
etc., to make their requisition for trans- 
portation through this body. The United 
Charities contends it has been requested 
by the railroads to indorse charitable socle- 
ties because it claimed to be a general or- 
ganization, carrying on an inquiry depart- 
ment. 

“It seems very strange that, among 
charity bodies between which there is as 
much competition as between individuals, 
one should so arise with the added prestige 
of prominent men and womesy being enlisted 
as members, and seek to separate the chaff 
from the wheat.

‘‘ After exposure to poison ivy the ill effects can 
be warded off by prompt removal of the irritating 
substance. This can be done by vigorously wash- 
ing with soap and water, preferably using a hand 
brush, and, after that, with alcohol. If these 
measures are carried out before the effects on the 
skin become, manifest, the usual reaction in the 
skin can, as a rule, be entirely, or im great part, 
prevented. And even after dermatitis has begun it 
can often be reduced to slight intemaity and cut 
ahort by the same measures. 

‘Of course after irritation has become intense 
vigorous washing of the surface cannot be done, 
and sponging with alcohol is painful. To relieve

LFONSO XIIL.’s bestowal of the order 
of the Golden Fleece upon President 
Poincare of France on the occasion of 
his recent visit to Paris serves to em- 
phasize the fact that, whereas it has 

been conferred on most of the chief magis- 
trates of the French republic, it wae with- 
held from Armand Falliéres. 

There has been a considerable amount of 
speculation as to the cause of this discrimina- 
tion against him. But the real reason is to 


Catholic order; that its knights, alike in Aus- 
tria and im Spain, are required to swear fidel- 
ity to the church and to devote themselves 
to its protection, and, under the circum- 
‘stances, it was felt that it would hardly do 
to grant it to M. Falliéres, who; as president, 
had sanctioned the breaking off of all friendly 
relations between the church and the state 
in France. 
t ~- 

Whereas former chief magistrates of 
France were compelled to submit to an elab- 
orate ceremony of investiture and to take 
the oath of the order, King-Alfonso dispensed 
with all this in the case of President Poin- 
care and contented himself with-hamding him 
the insignia on proceeding to lunch at the 
Elysée palace a few hours after his arrival 
in Paris. 

The insignia consists of the jewel of the 
order, which is worn round the neck on ordi- 
nary occasions by a red|ribbon and on great 
ceremonial occasions and when in full uni- 
form by a gold chain, in which the letter B, 
for Burgundy, commemorating that Duke 
Philip the Good of Burgundy, who founded 
the order, and furisons, or firestones, set in 
gold, constitute the chief feature. 

At the back of the setting of these stones 
are engraved the names of the knights who 
have worm the collar in question, which is 
only held by the recipient for life, and, on 
‘his death, has to be returned to the Emperor 
of Austria or to the king of Spain, who each 
have the right of conferring the order. 

Thus, the collar worn by King Humbert of 
Italy was the same as that which had orig- 
inally belonged to Christopher Columbus, and 
that of the late Emperor Frederick of Ger- 
many had been worn’ hundreds of years ago 
by Fernando Cortez.

The collar which has just been received by 
President Poincare has been owned, among 
others, by Prince von Bismarck, whose name 
is engraved on the back of one of the meda}- 
lions, although newepapers have refrained 
until now from drawing attention to the fact. 
It was, however, the only collar of the order 
available at the present time. 

The number of knights is extremely lim. 
ited—limited, indeed, by the number of col- 
lars. 

As a knight of the order of the Golden 
Fleece President Poincare becomes, ipso 
facto, an honorary cousin of the rulers of 
Spain and of Austria, and will, even when he 
retires from the chief magistracy of the re- 
public, remain entitled to rank at the courts 
of Vienna and of Madrid immediately next 
to the members of the reigning house.

of which he secured possession of the throne 
in 1851. 

When the proposal was first made to in. 
demnify these victimes it was intended to 
limit the annuities to the actual sufferers 
whose fortunes had been ruined or whose 
health had been broken by the hardships 
which they underwent as prisoners of state 
thirty years previously. 

However, before the measure became law, 
it had been so extended as to take in the 
children and even grand¢hildren of the vic. 
tim, and it ie hardly necessary for me to add 
that, as in other instances of pensions, the 
list of annuilt a Far from decreasing, grows 
in size every ye 

Although Ramer were barely 200 pengons for 
whom the annuities were originally intended, 
the list of pensioners is now in the neighbor- 
hood of 11,000, and this, too, in spite of the 
fact that sixty-two years have elapsed since 
the coup d'état.

The incident which has led to a demand

But he was de- 
lighted to be able to avail himself of the coup 
d'état in order to notify his wife that he 
had been obliged to flee in order to €8Ca pe 
the emperor's myrmidons and deportation 
to that so deadly penal colony of Cayenne, 

He urged his wife, at the same time, to Te- 
main quietly at Toulouse and to take charge 
of his affairs unti) he would be able to make 
his peace with the government go as to 
admit of hie return. 

About a year after there was an ambesty 
of politica) offenders, on the strength of 
which he quietly returned home to his wife 
and family at Toulouse, and, although he 
had never been interfered with in any way 
by the police, ever afterward posed es one 
of the victims of the coup 4d’ état. 

He is long since dead. But on the strength 
of this pretension his two sons, although 
they inherited from him a comfortable for- 
tune and are in the best of health and vigor, 
secured their inscription on the list of the pen- 
sioners of the nationel treasury as « or- 
phans " ofa victim of the coup d’état

can Rubber Corporation by 
Judge Carpenter.

Creditors Charge Extravagance 
and Mismanagement; Only 
Land Left. 


Another Mexican rubber plantation schemie 
went on the financial rocks yesterday when - 
Judge Carpenter of the United States Dis- 
trict court appointed James Taylor a re- 
ceiver for the Chacamas Land company, a 
Chicago corporation. 

Liabilities of the concern were said to be 
$550,000 and the assets about $50,000:;, Ex- 
travagance and mismanagement, according 
to Attorney D. Ryan Twomey, representing 
the petitioning creditors, has resulted in a 
shrinkage of the assets until there is prac- 
tically nothing left but the value of the land 
held by the company. 

The land, of which there is about 5,000 
acres in the Palenque district, state of Chi- 
apas, Mexico, is involved in litigation, it was 
said, because of alleged clouded titles. 


Fail to Make Accounting. 

The immediate cause of the receivership 
was the failure of the officials of the com- 
Pany to make accounting for an issue of 
$2,000,000 worth of “‘ development contracts.” 
of which $500,000 had been sold. 

According to the petitioners the officials 
of the company have never made any returns 
on the contracte, and the holders are anxious 
to know what has become of their money. 

The company was organized in 1902 for the 
purpose of operating the rubber plantation. 
It had an authorized capitalization of $125,- 
000, of which only about $20,000 was paid in. 

In the fall of 1902 the board of directors au- 
thorized the issuance of the “‘ development 
contracts,” which were sold to investors on 
a Proposition that the holders eventually 
would acquire ownership of the land and a 
right to share in the profits.

Violet Meutsch Testifies in $75,- 
000 Car Aceident Suit. 


ASSERTS HE WAS ORUEL, 


dies 


Says Man Who Killed Children Plot- 
ted Against Company. — 


Fifteen year old Violet Meutsch went on 
the witness stand yesterday before Judge 
McDonald in her father’s suit for $75,000 
against the Chicago City Railways company. 
She gave the most damaging evidence in- 
troduced so far against her parent’s cdse. 
Willlam H. Meutsch, the father, murdered 
three of his children. He charges that a 
street car accident, prior to the tragedy, 
drove him insane. 

The girl's testimony showed that the sight 
of seeing her mother carry the bodies of her 
murdered sisters and brother from the house 
was no deeper impressed on her memory 
than frequent spankings she had received 
from. her father on earlier dates. 


Father Undisturbed by Accident. 
“When they brought father home after 
the accident he read a newspaper and acted 
as if nothing had happened,’’ she said. ‘“The 
doctor told father to go to bed, because some- 
one was coming from the street caf company 
and they would get some money out of them. 
Father painted a barber pole next day. 
“He played cards the night before the 
shooting. He called mamma awful names. 
I came back from school the next day and 
saw a crowd in front of the house. ThenlI 
saw mamma come out with my two little 
sisters in her arms. They were bleeding.” 


" Tells of Efforts to Kill Children. 
The child, when she had composed herself, 
told of three attempts her father made to 
kill his children by gas, and how he had 
held them face downward on a chair wille 
he beat them. 

**Once when grandma fave us some orna- 
ments for a Christmas tree I happened to 
tell the children if it hadn’t been for grand- 
ma we wouldnjt have had any tree ‘that 
Christmas. Papa got mad and knocked the 
tree over and broke all the ornaments—all 
except those on one side.’

Parents too often 
make the mistake of discouraging everything 
a child attempts by unkind criticism and lack 
of confidence in the child's —— to do the 
thing attempted.

SAYS ROOSEVELT 
GOT STEEL DATA 


E. H. Gary Recalls Talk with 
Former President ‘When 
Inquiry Began. | 


CAPITAL MAIN QUESTION. 


Says Government Wanted Facts 
to Prevent Overcapitaliza- 
tion in the Future. 


New York, June 3.—Elbert HB Gary, chair- 
man of the United States Steel corporation, 
threw some interesting light today on the 
attitude of the Roosevelt administration 
toward the corporation when the president 
ordered the bureau of corporations to in- 
vestigate it in 1005, an inquiry which has 
been going on ever since. — 

As a witness for the defense in the govern: 
ment suit to dissolve the corporation Mr. 
Gary introduced into evidence a heretofore 
unpublished letter from former Commission- 
er of Corporations Garfield which contained 
a meinorandum of a meeting between Preal- 
dent Roosevelt, Secretary Metcalf of the de- 
partment of commerce and Jabor, Commis- 
sioner Garfield, and Mr. Gary in November, 
1905. 

; Capitalization in Question. 

This memorandum quoted Commissioner 
Garfield as saying that the object of the 
proposed investigation ‘* is to afford the pres 
ident full information of all the facts relat- 
ing to the organization, conduct, and man- 
agement of the corporation upon which rec- 
ommendations of legislation might be made.”’ 

“The president spoke of the question of 
overcapitalization,’’ the memorandum con- 
tinued, ‘ not as applying directly to the ateel 
corporation, but generally, and stated that 
it is, of course, usually impossible to undo 
that which has already been done, but that 
on this, as well as upon other matters, the 
work of the bureau, is for the present and 
the future. , 

In answer Mr. Gary stated that if from the 
fects obtained Mr. Garfield was satisfied thet 
the United States Steel corporation was over- 
capitalized it would be his duty so to state 
and that the steel corporation could not be 
punished in any more severe way than by 
such publicity.” 

Says Facts Were Given Freely. 

Mr. Gary introduced the letter in connec- 
tion with testimony that the corporation had 
thrown its books open to the government in- 
vestigators and had never refused any in- 
formation asked. 

It was upon the information thus furnished, 
it was brought out,, that the bureau of cor- 
porations based its several reports upon the 
corporation that have been published from 
time to time. 

Hundreds of thousands of doliars had been 
spent by the corporation, said the witness, in 
collecting this information.
